Japs Planned 
Starvation in

Manila, Nov. 7 —(if)— The Japa- 
nese operated Santo Tomas civilian 
prison camp under a "planned pro- 
gram of starvation" for approxim- 
ately 4,000 internees, magazine edi- 
tor A. V, H. Horlenctorp testified 
today at the war crimes trial of 
Lt. Gen. Tomoyuki Yamashita. 


At least eight internees died of 


starvation or malnutrition in the 
uast four monhts of Japanese oc- 
cupation, he stated. , 


The Japanese commandant 
re- 


fused to hear internees' complaints 
because he said Japan did not rec- 
ognize the Geneva Convention. 


Hartendorp told the U. S. Mili- 


tary commission hearing 
charges 


that Yamashita permitted whole- 
sale brutalities by his command 
that his own weight dropped from 
170 to 106 pounds 
and 
that 
the 
average weight loss of all internees 
was 30 pounds. 


He said conditions became stead- 


ily worse, with the Nipponese com- 
mandant making progressive cuts 
in internees' rations. In October, 
1944 
the internees' rations 
were 


reduced to "only two meals a day, 
which 
further 
endangered 
our 


health, particularly that of small 
children and older people." 


On cross-examination, the form- 


er editor said, "the Japanese ra-

By HARRISON HUMPHRIES 
Washington, Nov. 7 — (/P)— The 
search for a deadly poison gas by 
Polish chemists led to discovery of 
1080. the new wonder rat poison. 


In their feverish search for weap- 


ons to coinbal the threalening Ger- 
mans, Ihc Polish 
chemists acci- 


dentally found a 
poisonous com- 


pound containing 
fluorine. 


The work of developing the sub- 


stance as a military weapon was 
suddenly ended '"hen the Germans 
made their lightning conquest of 
Poland. 


So far as is known, the secret of 


the new poison vanished as far as 
Ihc Germans were concerned when 
they

over 
Ihe 
country. Il 


reached England, however, in Ihc 
hands ot a Polish refugee sciciiUsl 
who communicated the formula lo 
Ihc Allies. This information in turn 
was cabled lo the Uniled Slnlcs.

While poisonous sub- 
slances were found, none had been 
located which had all the virtues 
of a good rodenticidc (rat poison).

Russia's Interest in Japan 
There can be no doubt of Ihc 


growing irritation that American 
public opinion is experiencing be- 
cause of Russia's general altiludc 
In international affairs. Nor can 
there be any question as to Ihis 
situation having been aggravated 
greatly of late by Ihc Soviel's in- 
sislent proposal, if not demand, 
that a joint Allied, commission be 
created to control Japan, 


*Swe fact that American reaction 
has been emphatically unfavorable 
lo Russian "sug^estionS'-''cbneerhlne 
the Japs is not difficult to under- 
stand and is based, 
essentially, 


on two counts. One is the justified 
feeling that the Uniled Slates, by 
reason of sacrifices and contribu- 
lions lo victory in the Pacific, has 
earned the dominant position. The 
other is the suspicion lhal is Rus- 
sia is allowed to move into Japan, 
it won't be long before the Soviet 
is Irying lo run the whole show, 
Certainly there has been nolhinn 
l ' " about Moscow controls In 
other areas lhal have fallen into 
the hands of Russians. 


Therefore it borders upon Ihe 


impossible for Americans to con- 
sider without prejudice the proposal 
of joint control for Japan. Nor does 
this suggesl lhal Ihe Uniled Slalcs 
should agree to any arrangement 
which might subordinate the Am- 
erican position in Japan to that of 
any nation or group of nations. 


But, 
at the same lime, 
Ihe 


American people should npl blind 
Ihnuisolvos to the realization lhal 
Huflfcia docs have vital interests in 
what may be done in and wilh 
Japan. As a glance at the geo- 
graphy will reveal, the four major 
islands which comprise postwar Ja- 
p;m .stretch along hundreds of miles 
of the coast of Russian Siberia. In 
hands unfriendly to Russia, those 
islands would be a constant menace 
to avenues 
of 
sea 
commerce 


through the Siberian ports which 
arc ice-free during cxlcndcd per- 
iods each year. When one consi- 
ders the development, already bc- 
t'lf).. which is inevitable 
for vast 


Siircria, one can appreciate Rus- 
sia's anxiety to insure Ihe safely 
of seaports serving that huge fron- 
tier. 


Nor can anyone deny the danger 


Ihc Jap islands, in unfriendly hands, 
would represent as springboards 
for attack upon 
Asiatic Russia. 


Neither is it unreasonable that Rus- 
sia might view with suspicion the 
repeated assurances lhal we have 
no lerrilorial ambitions. History 
is filled wilh the broken promises 
of nations even though Uncle Sam's 
rcA'rd in that regard is clear. 


J/erhaps it would be easier 
to 


grasp 
the Russian 
viewpoint if 


we could imagine the Japanese is- 
lands strung along our own coast- 
line within distances as close as 
100 miles. In such case, we prob- 
ably would insist on nothing less 
than a hand in their control. 


This, emphatically, does 
not 


, argue thai Uncle Sam should agree 
to anything lhal might jeopardize 
liis dominant position in Japan. 
:J5ut. clearly, Russia does have an 
interest in Ihc islands which must 
bc-'recognizcd — which caiinoT. be 
ignored without 
danger 
to the 


friendly relationship between the 
woi'ld's most powerful nations of 
history.

We had carclully hoarded the 
last of our South Africa Red Cross 
packages, and il was just as well 
we did. For we were led nothing 
else that day and night.

of Taihoku, 
which is 
the 


capital 
of Formosa.

were 


narched through the town of Kcc- 
lung to the railroad station—and a 


band of former 
officers 


and men we were, what with our 


inevitable name for the duck), were 
loaded inlq one Iruck and moved 
the remaining six miles to our new 
camp, which lay near the village of 
Muksaq. 


The new camp's buildings were 


made of rough pine board 
and 
were placed on a hill above a val- 
ley of rice fields. The hill had ori- 
ginally been an orange grove, but 
most of its trees -were gone by the 
time wo reached there. •• We were 
assigned to a long, low one story 
building with a straight hall down 
the ccnlcr and eight small rooms 
off each side of the hall. 


They were tiny— 8'/j feel by 10, 


as I measured 
them—but each 
room had an easy chair, a bamboo 
col and a lablc for our meals 
and writing. We were given a num- 
ber of books, seized from the Brit- 
ish Consul at Taihoku by the Jap- 
anese Alien Property Custodian. 


As a further test of our cred- 


ulity, we received more rice at 
our first meal than I had seen al 
one time since my early clays of 
captivity at Manila. What is more, 
il was accompanied by vcgclables. 


Wo wore lold that 
we 
could 


spend 100 yen of our Prisoner of 
War pay each month for cigarcUs, 
even a few cigars, tomato catsup, 
soya sauce, tea and sugar. 
We 


would even be given fruit, and we 
would not be forced lo work if we 
did not care to do so. 


It was all loo good lo be true, as 


the enlisted men soon found out. A 
few days after our arrival they 
wore handed the usual chunkers 
and ordered to clear land for a 
farm. But the officers 
wore not 


made lo work at this time. Wo sal 
by and waited, wondering what 
the calch was. 


We did not have long lo wait. 


About a week alter our arrival we 
were visited by a beaming, con- 
tented-looking Jap colonel, a mem- 
ber of Iho staff of the Commander 
of the Taiwan (Formosani Army. 
Ho was almost outrageously friend- 
ly, and looked astonishingly like a 
benevolent ape. 


"I am Colonel Sasawa," 
ho 


introduced himself with

vast 


smile. "Is there 
anything 
you 


want?" he asked solicitously. "If 
there's anything on your minds, 
jusl lot mo know. 1 will fix il. You 
can trust mo." 


We jusl looked al him, unable 


lo answer, knowing that

Muksaq wore so quiet, and we

Tamazato—both males.

watched as piclures of himself and 
olher high Nazis, including many 
in prison with him, flashed on the 
screen. But he gave no indication 
they stirred his memory.

He replied that he remembered

Wealthy 
Japanese 
have

entertaining 
American 
officers, 


and there is mo'-e than suspicion 
that much of this "hospitality" is 
only a prelude to the asking of spe- 
cial favors. 
In other cases it is perhaps only 


the desire of Nipponese big shots 
of doubtful status to bolster their 
position by being seen often in the 
company of influential 
American 


officers. This same situation 
de- 


veloped in France and Belgium fol- 
lowing the liberation of those coun- 
tries. Well-to-do borderline collabo- 
rators bent their pocketbooks dou- 
ble trying to convince the Yanks 
they 
were 
great 
guys. Sincere 
French and Belgian patriots,- who 
didn't have so many Nazi printing 
press Francs to splash around, had 
a hard time getting-their own story 
over. 


So far as I Know, no Japanese 
war profiteers have tried to buy 
special advantages or personal im- 
munity from past misdeeds by out- 
and-out financial bribery. 
But they are certainly 
working 
hard at the old sales game of land- 
ing a big order by giving the cut- 
tomer a great time. 


Most of this entertaining is done

Lewis, Arkansas Automo- 
bile Dealers Association secretary, 
warned the members today that 
an OPA order might be forthcom- 
ing at any time. Members of Con- 
gress have been asked to inter- 
vene in the dealers' behalf. 


"The dealer nas had to take it 


on the chin ever since we got into 
the wai," Mr. Lewis 
remarked. 


"His wus the first business taken 
out from under him, but if any 
considerable number complained I 
never heard of i!. Many had to re- 
sort to operations foreign to their 
experience in order to keep going. 


"Now that cars arc coming off 
the line, and dealers' prospects are 
looking up, the OPA 
apparently 


wants them to pay for increased 
labor costs. 
Mnnufacurcrs 
with

heart is defectively formed 11 may 
be necessary for the blood to con- 
tinue to pass through the ducltts 
artcriosis in

life. A child with this defect is 
called a blue baby. It is often 
stunted in growth 
and becomes 


short of breath on slight exertion. 
In the other variety of open duc- 
tile artcriosis the channel simply

Philandering Wives 


Dear Miss Dix: If a wife is sup 


posed lo take back a philandering 
husband, why shouldn't a husband 
lake back a philandering wife? For 
len years I had an affair with a 
man whom 1 thought I loved, but 
now I realize lhat I was only in- 
fatuated with him. Since then I have 
done everything possible to win 
back my husband, but he is adam- 
ant to all of my picas. He tells me 
that I killed his love by my sel- 
fishness and deliberately wrecked 
our marriage, and that he will ne- 
ver take me back. 


We have no children and he takes 


the position that he owes me no- 
thing, since he offered to forgive 
and forget my conduct five years 
ago if 1 would give up this olher 
man, which 1 refused to do. 


I realize now thai I do love my 


husband and would do 'anything 
to win him back, so why shouldn't 
ho give me another chance? All 
of his property is in my name and 
I have refused to turn it back 
to him in the hope thai he will take 
mo back rather than suffer a great 
financial loss.

ANSWER: What is there to pre- 
serve in a marriage that you have 
deliberately wrecked with your own 
hands? Any marriage that is worth 
preserving has to have in it love 
and respect and loyalty and faith, 
and yours has not one of these in- 
gredients in it. You threw them 
away, and after ten years you can't 
go back and pick Ihcm up and 
dust them olf and build with them 
a house of happiness. 


Ethically there is no reason why 
it is a greater sin for the wife 
to be unfaithful to her husband 
than it is for him to be untrue to 
her. The Seventh Commandment 
was fashioned to fit both sexes, 
but practically the adullress has 
always to pay a higher price for 
her sin than the adulterer. 


Custom and 
convention 
have 


made a double standard of morals 
for men and women, and so it is 
easier for the wife to take back 
a philandering husband than it is 
for the husband to forgive a phil- 
andering wife. In a way it saves 
her face. It enables her to keep 
her home together and prevent her 
children from being fatherless. But 
no such clemency is shown a wo- 


man who has deserted her husband 
for another man. When she wants 
to go back to respectability, it 
is Ihumbs down for her. 


So I think your hope of having 


your husband lake you back has 
little chance of being realized, and 
that you had belter adjust your 
life on some other lines. But, i. 
you have any decency left in you. 
give him back at least half o* 
the money he put in your 
name 


when he trusted you. 


Dear Dorothy Dix: 
My wife's 


family is large. Mine is very small. 
Every holiday and more lhan half 
Ihe Sundays are taken up enter- 
taining her people. Sometimes three 
of four families descend upon us 
at once and some of them often 
slay for days and weeks at a lime. 
I don't resent this as I am financ- 
ially able to feed them, bul my 
people are never inviled to our 
house because Ihcre is no time or 
place for them. They have been 
crowded out by my wife's family.

ability lhan Ihe average man pos- 
sesses even lo make Ihe experi- 
ment.

all there are grave dangers and 
it's well that we recogniiie them. 
It is only by recognition that wo 
can meet these emergencies. The 
tenter 
who carelessly drags his 


gun behind him as he climbs 
a 


fence is likely to get shot — nnd 
serves him right for his stupidity. 


If we are to see the 
position 
clenrly we must start from the 
basic fact that the world hasn't 
jet reached the crisis — the turn- 
ing point — o£ the epochal sick- 
ness which has been brought about 
by the war.. Only when we have 
passed the peak of the illness can 
wo ioreseo the exact end. 


Meantime let none 
doubt 
that 
tHrt/s urs going to be a mighty 
sight worse .before they get bet- 
ter. But the fact lhat n sick-man 
hasn't yet passed .his crisis doesn't 
m-san that he is going lo die. 


The poor old world's sickness is 
pietty complicated. It's as badly 
oJ as Job would have been if iii 
addition to his boils he had suf- 
fered half a dozen Cither diseases 
and a broken leg as well. 


Only part of the trouble is DO- 
htical. We are faced with another 
ternble problem in both Europe 
and Asia, and that is due to tne 
breakdown of the structure

Avhioh many peoples have depend- 
ed for the necessities of life. One 
aspect of this 
is rather 
grimly 
dealt with in a current commen- 
tary by PrbfeSoor Vincent Harlow, 
the "distinguished British historian 
who acted as official military com- 
mentator during the war.

Excite Suspicion They Will 
Ask Americans for Favors

Tokyo, Noy. 9— OP)—The Japanese 
custom of giving expensive gifts to 
American 
occupation 
troops 
is 


causing considerable 
concern 
in 
some Army quarters. 


Wealthy 
Japanese 
have 
been 


dishing out yens by 
handfuls 
in 


entertaining 
American 
officers, 


and there is mo'-e than suspicion 
that much of this "hospitality" is 
only a prelude to the asking of spe- 
cial favors. 
In other cases it is perhaps only 


the desire of Nipponese big shots 
of doubtful status to bolster their 
position by being seen often in the 
company of influential 
American 


officers. This same situation 
de- 


veloped in France and Belgium fol- 
lowing the liberation of those coun- 
tries. Well-to-do borderline collabo- 
rators bent their pocketbooks dou- 
ble trying to convince the Yanks 
they 
were 
great 
guys. Sincere 
French and Belgian patriots,- who 
didn't have so many Nazi printing 
press Francs to splash around, had 
a hard time getting-their own story 
over. 


So far as I Know, no Japanese 
war profiteers have tried to buy 
special advantages or personal im- 
munity from past misdeeds by out- 
and-out financial bribery. 
But they are certainly 
working 
hard at the old sales game of land- 
ing a big order by giving the cut- 
tomer a great time. 


Most of this entertaining is done 


in Geisha houses. 
The Japanese 
host rents the house for the even- 
ing and hires a flock of good-look- 
ing girls to sing and 
serve 
and 


pur. In a couple hours his army 
guests are up to their ears in warm 
saki wine and Sukiyaki, wriggling 
their stocking feel 
and 
toasting 


their blank buck-toothed host: 
"Here's to old Joe Slanteves. 
You're 
awright, 
mister. 
What's 
your name? Walky-talky? Anyway, 
it's something like 
that. 
You're 
awright. You're awright.'" 
He may or may not be all right. 


Usually he sends his mellow guests 
home with a rare piece of lacquer- 
ware, a fine quality 
kimono 
or 
some other souvenir 
well worth 


sending home to impress the wife's 
neighbors.

sword that was a museum piece. 


Approaching a two-day weekend 


party, one rich Japanese musician 
hired three cars and took a num- 
ber of American guests 
on tour 


with six Geisha girls.

ited, and one guest recalls dimly 
taking a bath 
with six brown- 


limbed 
beauties 
to 
scrub 
him 
down. 


"It certainly converted me to the 


Japanese idea o£ community bath- 
ing," he said.

Since that 
time surgeons in various centers 
throughout the country have ac- 
quired the nccassary skill to per- 
form this operation. Purpose of li- 
gation on the heart and to decrease 
the possibility of slrcptoioicic in- 
fections in the arteries and heart, 
especially in the children. 


Before 
birth the blood, which 


is pumped from the heart to the 
lungs, is shunted 
through 
the 


ductus artcriosis 
to 
the aorta,

in the main circulatory 


trunk. At the birth of the child 
this opening is closed immediately 
so the blood can be pumped to 
the lungs to secure a fresh sup- 
ply of oxygen and 
to eliminate 
waste before 
its return to the 


heart. Before birth, the exchange 
of oxygen and waste occurs in 
the placenta. 
SOMETIMES R E M A I N S OPEN 
The ductile artcriosis may 
re- 


main 
open after birth through 
necessity or by chance. 
If the 


heart is defectively formed 11 may 
be necessary for the blood to con- 
tinue to pass through the ducltts 
artcriosis in 
order 
to maintain 


life. A child with this defect is 
called a blue baby. It is often 
stunted in growth 
and becomes 


short of breath on slight exertion. 
In the other variety of open duc- 
tile artcriosis the channel simply 
fails 
to close.

usually not large, nnd the heart 
does not have much extra work 
to do. 


An 
open ductus arteriosis is 
more common in females. It docs 
not cause symptoms, in the un- 
complicated case.

DOROTHY DIX 
Philandering Wives 


Dear Miss Dix: If a wife is sup 


posed lo take back a philandering 
husband, why shouldn't a husband 
lake back a philandering wife? For 
len years I had an affair with a 
man whom 1 thought I loved, but 
now I realize lhat I was only in- 
fatuated with him. Since then I have 
done everything possible to win 
back my husband, but he is adam- 
ant to all of my picas. He tells me 
that I killed his love by my sel- 
fishness and deliberately wrecked 
our marriage, and that he will ne- 
ver take me back. 


We have no children and he takes 


the position that he owes me no- 
thing, since he offered to forgive 
and forget my conduct five years 
ago if 1 would give up this olher 
man, which 1 refused to do. 


I realize now thai I do love my 


husband and would do 'anything 
to win him back, so why shouldn't 
ho give me another chance? All 
of his property is in my name and 
I have refused to turn it back 
to him in the hope thai he will take 
mo back rather than suffer a great 
financial loss. Doesn't the preser- 
vation of my marriage justify this? 


A REPENTANT'WIFE 
K I L L E D ALL RIGHTS 


ANSWER: What is there to pre- 
serve in a marriage that you have 
deliberately wrecked with your own 
hands? Any marriage that is worth 
preserving has to have in it love 
and respect and loyalty and faith, 
and yours has not one of these in- 
gredients in it. You threw them 
away, and after ten years you can't 
go back and pick Ihcm up and 
dust them olf and build with them 
a house of happiness. 


Ethically there is no reason why 
it is a greater sin for the wife 
to be unfaithful to her husband 
than it is for him to be untrue to 
her. The Seventh Commandment 
was fashioned to fit both sexes, 
but practically the adullress has 
always to pay a higher price for 
her sin than the adulterer. 


Custom and 
convention 
have 


made a double standard of morals 
for men and women, and so it is 
easier for the wife to take back 
a philandering husband than it is 
for the husband to forgive a phil- 
andering wife. In a way it saves 
her face. It enables her to keep 
her home together and prevent her 
children from being fatherless. But 
no such clemency is shown a wo- 


man who has deserted her husband 
for another man. When she wants 
to go back to respectability, it 
is Ihumbs down for her. 


So I think your hope of having 


your husband lake you back has 
little chance of being realized, and 
that you had belter adjust your 
life on some other lines. But, i. 
you have any decency left in you. 
give him back at least half o* 
the money he put in your 
name 


when he trusted you. 


Dear Dorothy Dix: 
My wife's 


family is large. Mine is very small. 
Every holiday and more lhan half 
Ihe Sundays are taken up enter- 
taining her people. Sometimes three 
of four families descend upon us 
at once and some of them often 
slay for days and weeks at a lime. 
I don't resent this as I am financ- 
ially able to feed them, bul my 
people are never inviled to our 
house because Ihcre is no time or 
place for them. They have been 
crowded out by my wife's family. 
So often I get hungry for a visit 
with my folks. 


I can't mention this to my wife 
as she is very high-tempered and 
it would cause a disturbance in our 
home life. She is a good woman 
and I love her and she loves me, 
and I won't do anything lo hurt her 
feelings, even if we never enlertain 
any of my family.

ANSWER: Your complainl is a 


common one because, for 
some 


unknown reason most wives con- 
sider lhat the home thai their hus- 
bands bought and paid for and 
support belongs 
exclusively 
ti 


them, and that their families have 
a priority on the guest room and' 
at Ihe lable and thai is an impos- 
ition for their husbands' family 
even lo expect to drop in for a call. 


Perhaps if a young husband start- 
ed at the very beginning of his 
marriage by rationing his wife's 
family visits, he might be occas- 
ionally permitted to invite his mo- 
ther for a week end, but it would 
take more backbone and fighting 
ability lhan Ihe average man pos- 
sesses even lo make Ihe experi- 
ment. So nothing "is left for the poor 
henpecked men to do but just to 
accept the s'itualion, or else live 
in a wrangle wilh llieir possessive 
wives.

T'. A. Cornelius of Route 4, Hope, 


was elected to lead Farm Bureau 
tor a fourth year yesterday after- 
noon at a meeting of the farm 
organization. A. R. Avcry of Baird's 
Chapel was reelcctetl vice-president 
and Mrs. Earlie McWilliams of Sho- 
ver Springs county treasurer. Alfred 
G. Zimmerly of Hope was elected 
secretary. The group has a county 
membership of 414 which is affil- 
iated with an Arkansas member- 
ship of around 30,000 and a National 
membership of approximately the 
million mark. 


Ura McKenzie, a member of the 
group from Shovcr Springs, dis- 
cussed the merits of an active in- 
dependent farm organization such 
as Farm Bureau. 


Resolutions were passed request- 
ing a mandatory egg grading pro- 
gram for Arkansas and reaffirm- 
ing support to the basic National 
laws that trend toward economic 
equality for 
organized 
farmers 
with other groups. 


Mr. McKenzie and A. G. Zim- 


merly were selected as delegates to 
the Stale Convention of the farm 
group in Little Rock November 
26 and 27. Monroe Kent of Pat- 
mos and D. E. Jones of Spring 
Hill road were dcsignalcd alter- 
nates. Arrangements were made 
to send a party of 10 to the con- 
vention. The group plans to sent! 
a representative to Ihe National 
Convention in Chicago in early Dec- 
ember.

New Poisons 
Are Effective 
Against Rats

Washington, Nov. 9 — (/!>— With 


the development of 1080 and Antu, 
the United States for the first time 
is independent of the rest of the 
world for a powerful rat poison. 


The three most important rat- 


killers used before the war were 
Reel Squill, a big hyacinth-like bulb 
imported from the Mediterranean 
area; Thallium, a metallic sub- 
stance which came from Germany, 
Belgium and France, and Strych- 
nnc, extracted from East Indies 
plants. 


Although none of the three is a 


perfect 
rodcnticidc, 
the 
United 
States was forced to rely on them. 
Lack of them 
during 
the 
war 


forced the U. 3. Fish and Wildlife 
Service and the Office of Scientific 
Research 
and 
Development 
to 


undertake -a search for a substitute 
which finally resulted in 1080. 


A disadvantage of red .squill is 


that its toxicity varies. Thallium is 
highly dangerous. So is strychnine. 
In addition, it is difficult to 
get 


rats to accept strychnine-poisoned 
biats due to its extreme bilcrness.

stable in toxicity despite age. Antu 
declines in strength with high tem- 
peratures, but no to an important 
extent in U. S. temperatures. Rat 
prefer 
1080 to non-poison 
baits. 
They accept antu readily but 
do 


not seem to prefer it. 


One of the chief advantages of 


! 1080 and antu is that they can be 
| manufactured entirely of domestic 
chemicals. 


The cost of 1080 is relatively low, 


about $8 a pound. Thallium, on the 
oilier hand, costs $15 a pound and 
is far less potent. OPA has not 
yet established a price for antu. 


One pound of 1080 makes an ade- 


quate bait for field rodents when 
mixed with 1,600 pounds of grain. 
It lakes a pound and a half of 
thallium to poison 100 pounds 
of 
grain. 


Dr. Ira N. Gabrielson, director 


of the Fish and Wildlife Service, 
says 1080 could be made by the 
Ion i£ required lo slamp oul any 
future 'outbreak of bubonic plague 
or typhus, whicn are .spread 
by 
rats. 


Only one company now makes 


Ihe poison and none of it has been 
placed on the market. Its use so 
far has been slrictly controlled by 
government agencies.

He made an- 
other speech, half of it a scornful 
summary of U. S. and Allied war 
efforts and the rest of il a plea 
for us to write lo our war deparl- 
menls and tell them how we were 
being treated. Again we just sat 
there and started at him, and he 
stomped off angrilj—looking more 
like an ape than ever—and gave 
us up as a bad job. This tacit ap- 
peals to us to end Ihe war—as if 
we could!—were comforting in the 
extreme. We knew the Japs were 
beginning lo worry. 


The new prisoners al our camp 


brought news of their hardships 
and grim reports on many old 
friends. From them I learned of 
the death of Capt. Rooks, skip- 
per of the cruiser Houston, which 
had once been President 
Roose- 
velt's favorite warship. The Hous- 
ston went down in the bailie of 
Java and the Japs picked up 300 
officers and men, I learned later 
thai they chose nol lo report this 
to the United States 
Red Cross.

Among Ihe 300 survivors 
was 
Capl. Rooks. He died of dysentery 
al a prisoner-of-war camp at Ba- 
tavia about May 15, 1942. Eye-wit- 
nesses also reported to me thai 
the Houston went down at 8:30 p.m.

The pedicab is a 
three-wheeler — half ricksha 
and 
half bycycle. 


Chinese say it was introduced by 
the Japanese as the greater East 
Asia s co-prosperity sphere's con- 
tribution to the ricksha pullers a 
sorl of 
"get-the-boys-out-from-be- 
twecn-lhe-shafts" movement. 


It is one of the few items brought 
by the Japanese which bids fair to 
last although the old-line ricksha 
coolies still look down their noses 
at it. They also view it with con- 
siderable hostility because it is a 
much better two-place joS than Ihe 
ricksha. And a two-seater is a must 
for the sailors and soldiers now 
thai introductions have been com- 
pleted.
